CAMPUS ECONOMIC IMPACT STUDY - This week the University releases 
preliminary findings of its first economic impact study. At 
meetings hosted by the Greater Lawrence Chamber of Commerce and 
the Northern Middlesex Chamber of Commerce and Industry the fi- 
nancial impact of the University on the Merrimack Valley will be 
discussed. The Lowell meeting is Tuesday, April 3, 7:45 AM, at 
the Yorick Restaurant, 91 Dutton Street, Lowell.
